How To Estimate 
Height of Tree 


How tall is a certain tree? 

That is a question that frequently 
baffles observers looking at one of 
the giants of the forest. 

Actually there is a very simple 
method of estimating the correct fig- 
ure. It is an old Indian one. 

It consists of walking away until 
you reach a point where you can 
bend over and see the tip of the tree 
from this position. You then walk 


from where you are to the base of the

PERENNIAL WEEDS 


Many  shallow-rooted perennial 
weeds do not persist under cultiva- 
tion and in vigorius growing pastures. 
They may be controlled by one or two, 
applications of 2,4-D at 1 Ib. per acre, 
Dandelion, plantain, chickory and 
hawkweed fall into this category.

Coronary hearts disease, the coms 
monest form of heart disease today, is 
least frequent among young married 
‘women, among persons living in the 
rural part of the southern States, and 
among those who have had no history 
of premature death or occurrence of 
heart disease in the family according 
to a report received by the Health 
League of Canada from the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company. 

A study of recorded mortality re- 
veals variations according to age, sex, 
weight, race, marital status, geograph- 
‘ic region, and other factors.

Sandwiched in between the instant 
when the need to stop becomes sud. 
denly apparent and the application of 
a vehicle's brakes, is a fractional 


second period when the mind and 
muscles react — but wherein the ye- 
hicle continues unchecked into the 
hazard, It is a universal, human 


characteristic. Known as the “Tre. 
action time,” it has an average dura- 


tion of 3-4ths of a second, increasing 
with age, fatigue and impairment. 

A car at 20 m.p.h. continues for a, 
car-length during this period when the 
eyes, mind and muscles are interpret- 
ing the need to stop into the applica- 
tion of -brakes. An additional car- 
length is needed at this speed to bring 
the car to a stop under good condi- 
tions of brakes and road surface, As 
speed increases so does the distance 
travelled during the “reaction time” 
and the ‘braking period, until at 50 
m.p.h., the total under good average 
conditions has grown to about 200 
feet, or around ten car lengths.

no less than one car length for each

On September 10th, 400 dele- 
gates to the annual meeting of the 
Ontario Hog Producers Co-operative 
in Toronto gave a standing vote of 
approval to the actions of the organi- 
zation’s directors for the past year.

Two important orders governing’ 
the direction of hogs to assembly 
points of the Ontario Hog Producers 
Co-operative, effective September 
16th, were announced.

A dinner meeting of the Stirling 
Chamber of Commerce was held at the

C.N.I.B. Appeal 
For Funds 


Once each year, usually in the 
month of September of October, the 
Hastings County Advisory Board to 
the Canadian National Institute for 
the Blind makes an appeal to the 
people of Hastings County and in par- 
ticular to the people of the Stirling 
district, for the funds which are so 
necessary to maintain the Institute’s 
programme of services for the more 
than 140 blind under its jurisdiction. 

Some of the features of the Insti- 
tute’s programme of services to the 
blind are: (1) Regular visitation by 
the Institute’s blind field secretaries 
to discuss problems and arrange for 
needed services; (2) Instruction from 
the blind home teacher in handicrafts 
and other skills of value to those who 
must do things without sight. During 
the past year all of the 55 blind of 
Belleville, and the 18 blind of Trent- 
on and the 67 blind of Hastings 
County were visited regularly by P. I. 
Timmins and R. J. Padden, the district 
field secretaries. The home teacher 
has given instruction in various sub- 
jects to many of the blind under the 


Board’s jurisdiction, and during the 


past year 12 pupils received this in- 
struction. 

Hmployment, training and _ place- 
ment has been a yery important ser- 
vice of the Institute and the Hastings 
County blind have not been over-look- 
ed or neglected. During the past year 
three Hastings blind were giver 
special employment training, one as 
a field secretary, and two an indust- 
rial workers. All have been success- 
fully placed. In addition, three are 
now working full time and are giving 
a good account of themselves. Plans 
are now underway for the training of 
at least one more blind person of this 


district.

Because of this and the many other 
Institute services the Hastings County 
Advisory Board, now confidently ap- 
peals to the people of MHastings 
County and particularly to Stirling 
and district for their continued sup- 
port. During the next week volun- 
tary canvassers will call in this dist- 
rict, when it is hoped they will be wel- 
comed and given a generous response.

Fish and Wildlife 

Seeing is believing — and if fisher- 
men want to see the big ones that got 
away, now is the time. Conservation 
Officers report that Speckled Trout, 
are now up in shallow waters milling 
about the spawning beds. We hope the 
trout will not be molested now that 
the season is over and they are about 
to spawn. Their protection will en- 
sure a good catch when 
opens next Spring.
